Reapportionment 


On Sept. 1, 1965, the State 
Supreme Court ruled that both 
houses of the California Legis- 
lature must be reapportioned. 
The Court gave us a deadline 
of Dec. $9, and specified cer- 
tain guidelines which we must 
follow. 

Failure of the Legislature to 
comply with the Court's order 
would result in the Court ef- 
fecting its own reapportion- 
ment plan for the Senate and 
Assembly. This is a temporary 
plan and one which most legis- 
lators feel would ill serve the 
people of California. 

The main drawback of the 
Court’s plan is that it would 
provide for at-large elections 
of Assembilymen and Senators 
mm a number of districts. (Or-

Reapportionment Discussed by State Sen. Nisbet and Assemblyman 


|the responsive representation 
they presently enjoy by being 


represented by one Senator 
and one Assemblyman. 
The legislators who would 


represent their districts would 
be responsible to a much larg- 
er area and would be less re- 
sponsive to their particular 
needs and desires 

Also, at-large elections are 
expensive and prohibitive to 
many candidates of high cali- 
ber, but who are without size- 
able financial backing. And, 
at-large elections, where the 
people cannot know the candi- 
‘dates and their stands, as 
|well as they could if one seat 
were up for election, often re- 
sult in the victory of a slate 
of candidates all Republi- 
cans, or all Democrats. This 
means that the entire makeup 
of the Legislature can be 
changed by a_ well-financed 
slate campaign in one popula- 
tion center. 

What is the alternative?

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Couzins, Faber of ALHS 
Team Up With AEC 


Biology students and teach- 
ers throughout the country will 
benefit from the creative work 
last summer of two Alta Loma 
High School teachers. 

Harry Couzins, mathscieace 
coordinator, and Vance Miller, 
biology” teacher, spemt the 
summer at the University of 
California Davis Campus, re- 
vising and editing materia! on 
the use of radioactive tsetepes 
in high school biology classes. 

Cousins, and Norman Faber, 
chaigman of the science de- 
partment at Modesto High 
Scheel, during the summer of 
1964 worked with the Atomic 
Energy Commission and the 
Bio-Atomic Research Founda- 
tion, on the creation of a trial 
course to be used in a select 
ed few high schools. 

The course was used by 
Miller in his ALHS classes 
last year, and the results of 
his year’s observations, as 
well as of other participants, 
were evaluated by the teacher- 
authors at Davis. 

Miller spent four weeks 
working with the re-writing 
team, readying the material 
for another test this school 
year. Couzins and his team 
edited and supervised the as- 
sembly of the material. 

Alta Loma High School will 
agaim participate in the expert- 
mental classes, using harm 
less radioactive material, with 
Miller as instructor 

Chaffey High School has also 
been chosen to be one of the 
10 schools in Southern Califor- 
ma to join the expermment, 
with Alfred Volpe, a former 
marine biologist, as imstruc- 
tor 

Couzins worked on three 
projects while on the Davis 
campus for the summer 

He edited the handbooks and 
commentaries on the radio- 
active isotopes biology experi- 
ments, and then joined Dr 
Frank: Lindsay, Chief of the 
Bureau of Secondary Educa- 
tion of California, and Faber, 
in a project of the American 
Institute of Biological Science 
and the McGraw-Hill Book Co 

The ‘trio reviewed 120 films 
for classroom use in teaching 
biology, and edited them to 
develop a series of single con- 
cept films suitable for the 
modem approach to the teach- 
ing of. biology. 

The films were 30 minutes 
each tn length. Each one was 
viewed, and then the team 
edited, advised on splicing 
transitions commentaries 

nd deletions 

The films now are being 
processed according to their 
recommendations, at Kansas 
City, and will be available for 
high schools throughout the 
country
